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The  notes  annexed  to  the  ballads  have  bccn 
prepared  witli  a  view  to  assist  candidates  at 
tlie  Intcrmediate  Examination  or  for  Junior 
Matriculation  in  Toronto  University;  andsince 
the  former  liave  in  their  hands  Adlers  Reader, 
to  wlncli  a  good  vocabulary  is  appended,  only 
such  words  as  are  not  contained  therein  have 
been  given  in  the  notes.  The  translation  of 
more  difficult  passages  has  been  given;  but  it 
rcmains  for  the  student  to  put  them  into  more 
elegant  language ;  the  author's  object  being  to 
render  the  exact  meaning  of  the  poet  as  closely 
as  is  consistent  with  goodEnglish.  Considerable 
assistance,  distinguishcd  by  quutation  marks, 
has  been  derived  from  Hempel's  excellent  edi- 
tion  of  Schiller  (Philadelphia  :  J.  Koehler),  and 
from  Adler's  Reader.

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BIOGRAPHICAL  NOTE. 

Johann  Christoph  Friedrich  von  Schylleh 
was  born  on  the  lOth  of  November,  1759,  at 
Marbach,  a  small  town  on  tlie  Neckar,  in  Wür- 
temberg.  His  father,  who  had  retired  from  the 
army  with  the  rank  of  captain,  had  beon  ap- 
pointed  inspector  of  the  parks  and  garden  at 
Solitude,  a  summer  residence  of  the  Duke  of 
Würtemberg.  His  mother  was  the  daughter  of 
a  well-to-do  Citizen  of  Marbach.  Schiller  re- 
ceived  his  first  instructions  from  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Moser,  at  Lorch,  and  afterwards  showed  the 
esteem  he  feit  for  his  teacher  by  immortalizing 
his  name  and  virtues  in  the  "  Robbers." 

When  fourteen  years  of  age,  he  was  sent  by 
Duke  Carl,  against  his  desire  as  well  as  against 
the  will  of  his  parents,  who  wished  him  to  study 
theology,  to  the  militar}^  seminary  at  Stuttgart' 
a  most  rigid  Institution.  Schiller  took  up  tlie 
study  of  law,  but  subsequently  abandoned  it 
for  niedicine.  When  eighteen  years  of  age,  he 
wrote  the  "  Robbers,"  which,  althougli  bearing

immistakaLlc  rnarks  of  the  "Sturm  und  Drang 
period,"  showed  a  force  and  ability  which  be- 
trayed  tlie  genius  of  the  most  populär  Gerrnan 
poct.  After  passing  the  nccessary  cxamina- 
tions,  he  was  appointed  surgeon  to  one  of  the 
re[(iments  stationed  at  Stuttgart.  Disliked  bv 
the  Duke,  and  disgusted  with  his  duties,  hc 
secretly  lef t  for  Mannheim,  where  for  two  years 
he  held  tlie  position  of  theatre-poet.  During 
this  time  he  wrote  "  Kabal  und  Liebe,"  and 
"  Fiesco."  With  these  three  tragedies,  and  a 
few  minor  poems,  we  come  to  a  division  in 
Schillers  career.  The  pieces  of  the  first  period 
are  remarkable  for  boldness  of  conception,  ex" 
travagant  drawing  of  characters,  and  unre- 
strained  force ;  "  but  his  fault  was  like  that  of 
a  giant  who  had  not  yet  learned  to  regulate 
his  strength." 

The  second  period  is  barren  of  larger  poetical 
works,  Schiller  gaining  fame  as  an  historian. 
In  1788  appeared  the  "  History  of  Dissension 
of  the  Netherlands ;"  in  1790  the  "  History  of 
the  Thirty  Years'  War,"  he  at  the  same  time, 
conjointly  with  Goethe,  Herder  and  others, 
edited  a  periodical  called  Die  Boren.     Here

and  in  an  anniial  publication,  Muselalmanach, 
appeared  liis  beautiful  lyrics.      At  this  time 
Schiller  lived  either  on  the  estate  of  his  friend 
Körner,  father  of  the  poet,  or  at  the  court  of 
Weimar.     In  1789  he  became  professor  of  His- 
tory  at  the  University  of  Jena.    Constant  study 
had  inj  u red  his  health,  and  he  was  compelled 
to  withdraw  from  his  duties  for  some  tinie. 
After  a  year's  relaxation  he  re-entered  with 
new  ardor  upon  the  poetic  field,  and  here  we 
reach  the  last  and  most  fertile  period,  in  which 
appeared  the  greater  part  of  the  ballads,  as 
well  as  "  Wallenstein,"  "  Maria  Stuart,"  "  The 
Maid  of  Orleans,"    "The  Bride  of  Messina," 
"  Wilhelm  Teil,"  his  translations  "  Macbeth," 
"  The  Parasite,"  &c.,  &c.,  all  showing  that  he  is 
no  longer  the  youth  of  headlong  purpose,  leap- 
ing  over  every  restraint  and  barrier,  but  the 
man,  the  student,  and  the  philosopher.    In  1799 
Schiller  was  obliged,  by  ill-health,  to  give  up 
his  chair  at  tlie  University  of  Jena,  and  re- 
moved  to  Weimar.    The  Grand  Duke  awarded 
hira  a  pension  of  a  thousand  thalers ;  but  he 
did  not  live  long  to  enjoy  ease.     He  never  re- 
covered  completely   from  pulmonary  diseasQ,

contracted  by  scdentary  lialjits,  and  died  in 
Weimar,  May  Otli,  1805.  Contemporaneous 
with  Schiller  we  find  Goethe,  Kant,  Lavater, 
Jean  Paul  (Fr.  Richter),  Tieck,  Herder,  and
